heaviest penalty yet imposed in the 
government’s war on gangsters was 
meted out Tuesday to Jack Guzik. 
Capone business manager, for evad­ 
ing taxes on an alleged income of 
$1,000,000 during 1927, 1928 and 1929.1 
Guzik was sentenced to five years j 
in Leavenworth penitentiary and 
fined $17,500. 
Guzik was the third of the high­ 
er-ups in the Capone liquor and j 
gambling syndicate to be sentenced, 
but his penalty was greater than i 
either of the others. 
Ralph 
Capone, 
brother of the 
leader, "Scarface Ai.” drew three 
years and a $10,000 fine for evading 
payment of $300,000 in a five-year 
period. Frank Nitti, treasurer of the 
organization, recently pleaded guilty 
to the failure to list an income of 
$842,887.81 for a three-year period, 
and 
was 
sentenced 
to 
eighteen 
months and fined $10,000. Both are 
out on bond. 
Defense attorneys, in asking the 
court not to pass a sentence that 
would be “out of tune” with pre­ 
vious cases, pointed out that Ralph 
Capone’s alleged income was larger 
than Guzik’s, and that Nittl’s wealth 
came 
from 
illicit alcohol, while 
Guzik’s was derived from gambling 
houses.

II. S. Will Not Approve 
Guatemalan R e v o l t 


Washington, 
Jan. 
2 — General 
Manuel Orellano. who seized the 
presidency of Guatemala two weeks 
ago, has been formally notifleu by 
the state department mat he will 
not be recognized by the 
United 
States and that he must get out. 
Notice was served on 
General 
Orellano by Sheldon Whitehouse, 
American minister to Guatemala, 
upon instructions Iron) the state de­ 
partment. According to these in­ 
structions Orellano is asked to re­ 
tire and allow the Guatemalan con­ 
gress to 
elect a new 
provisional 
president. The latter can then hold 
new elections after a lapse of six 
months, as provided by the Guate­ 
malan constitution. 
The state department's action was 
guided by the Central American 
treaties of 1923, negotiated under 
the supervision of 
Charles 
Evan 
Hughes. By these all of the Cen­ 
tral American states agree not to 
recognize any president coming into 
office through force of arms. 
The 
Untied States is pledged to follow 
the same policy.
